Sunk in a Fog.

Loxpon, Jan. 3.—During a dense 
fog in the British Channel this morn- 
ing a collision cccurred off Dungeness 
between two steamers—Raithwaite 
Hall and Robert D. Massey—laden 
with oil, and the latter was sunk. The 
crew escaped in boats. 

Evidences of another serious disaster 

were found on the coast not far from 
Dover, where the carcasses of a num- 
ber of bullocks were washed up. The 
brass plates upon the horns of two of 
these’ animals were marked ‘‘ 83,455 
U. 8S. A.,” and “63,871 U. S. A.” 
‘Tierces of beef were also found floating 
about Goodwin Sands. It is supposed 
the wreckage is the result of a sinking 
cattle ship from the United States. 

Ne ¥ Yorx, Jan. 3.—A_ cablegram 
was received here to-day announcing 
that the carcasses of two bullocks 
were found ia the English Channel, 
supposed to have been a part of the 
cargo of an American vessel. It is 
feared this might indicate some dis- 
aster, but the shippers here seem to 
think the cattle were only washed 
overboard. At the Maritime Ex- 
change no word was received to-day 
of any disaster. 

Bautmorr, Jan. 3:— Dr. Favile, 
local Government Inspector of Cattle 
here, states that the carcasses of the 
cattle found on the coast of England 
to-day, bearing the United States in- 
spection plates upon their horns, were 
a part of the cargo of the steamship 
Nessmore, which left Baltimore on 
December 10th, bound for London, 
and which has already been reported 
as having arrived. 

The steamship Thanemore left Bal- 
timore for England on November 26th 


with several hundred cattle aboard, 
and nothing has been heard of her 
since then. 


A New York Fire.

New York, Jan. 3.—A careful esti- 
mate of the big fire last night places 
the total loss at $567,000, insurance 
more than half. Never in the history 
of the fire department were members 
called to battle with such a fierce fire. 

Professor Hermann says the fire 
started in the “‘supe’s’” room in the 
Fifth Avenue Theater. _Hermann’s 
Theater was given up for lost, but it 
is found that the building is not badly 
damaged after all. The greatest loss 
was from water, and will not exceed 
$25,000. A rumor was started that 
some lives were lost, but a careful in- 
vestigation failed to confirm it. 

The following is a complete list of 

the losses as estimated by the police: 
Fifth Avenue Theater, owned by 
the Gilsey estate, total loss, $250,000; 
Henry C. Miner, lessee of the buaild- 
ing, $80,000; Fanny Davenport the 
actress, $50,000. The building was 
owned by the Gilsey estate‘and valued 
at $100,000. Herman’s theater $25,- 
000; Studevant House, 25,000. In 
addition there are a number of smaller 
losses. It was not until six o’clock 
that the fire was under control. 
While no definite information is had 
as to the amount of the insurance on 
the burned buildings, it is said on au- 
thority that the insurance companies 
will not suffer heavily. The insurance 
examiners are not favorably impressed 
with the neighborhood. It is said the 
Studevant House was ineured for 
$200,000.

Kant said that we always dream when 

asleep, ahd that to cease to dream would 

| be to cease to live. People who talk 

of dreamless sleep use an expression 

| which really is at variance with facts; 
. the mind works on, works ever. 

When any one is engaged on a pro- 
longed enterprise, like a great boook, 
the building of an edifice, the conduct 
of a military campaign, the negotiation 
of a valuable contract, he not only fre- 
quently dreams of his work, but the 
mind dreams of itat times when the 
memory does not record it distinctly. 
This is the ‘‘unconscious cerebration” 
which has worn out so many brains and 
wrecked so many careers. 

When Sir Walter Scott was writing 
his great series of historical novels he 
recorded in his diary that whenever he 
came to a difficult place, where his char- 
acters seemed to be in an inextricable 
situation, he waited patiently until the 
next morning, when on awakening, the 
solution of the whole trouble would 
come into his mind. | 

This was because the “unconscious 
cerebration,” which in time was to use 
| up the splendid brain, had been going 

on all night solving the difficulty while 
the auther’s body was allowed to take 
repose. 

Sometimes the body is influenced by 
its surroundings, or by certain sensa- 
tions which penetrate through the vail 
of sleep—so that the mind indulges in 
pranks, such as afflicted good Dr. Greg- 
ory. 

This wise man had a bottle of hot 
water put at his feet on going to bed 
one cold night. Presently he burned 
his toes so severely that he dreamed he 
was climbing Mount Etna and that his 
feet, breaking through the volcanic 
soil, were burned in hot lava. 

When he awoke and found that the 
water bottle was the cause of the dream, 
he at once regarded it as a curious in- 
stance of the effect of the sense of touch 
in dreams. 

His case was like that of another doc- 
tor, who, having had his head blistered.

Another instance of the association of 
the sensation of touch with dreams was 
that of a Western pioneer who, being in 
camp one night wrapped in his blankets, 
dreamed that he was climbing the 
side of an iceberg, and that his face 
was pained by coming in contact with 
the ise. !

A WONDERFUL PLANT. | 


Seed Found in 
Crane. 

A truly wonderful plant is at the Alle- 
ghany conservatory, says the Pitts- 
burgh Chronicle. No one knows to what 
class it belongs or any thing about it. 
It is the @ubject of much speculation 
among botanists, and they anxiously 
await the development of a bud that is 
forming. Then, they say, they can place 
the plant. The botanists have a sus- 
picion thatthe plant isa tropical one, 
and Superintendent Hamilton is treat- 
ing it on that supposition. 

The history of the plant so far as 
known’ is a uniquea, one. During the 
summer one of a party of gunners 
brought down acrane. It was a beauti- 
ful specimen and the taxidermist of the 
party set toywork to mount it.

With a view of learning if the seed was 
killed by the bird eating it they were 
placed in water. In afew days the seeds 
sprouted. They were planted in loam 
and kept ina warm room. Edward V. 
McCandless took charge of it. The 
plant wagan object of interest to Mr. 
McCandless and his botanist friends and 
its development was closely watched. 
It was transferred to the conservatory. 
The leaves are long and broad and 
heavy, not unlike a species of palm.
